The prior art does not disclose or suggest a process as defined in claim 39, in particular 
does not disclose or suggest a process in which one exposes a partial quantity of material to a 
pattern of energy effective to melt only a portion of the quantity, in conjunction with the other 
steps as recited in claim 39. The Kurz reference clearly teaches away from the present 
invention, i.e. Kurz column 5, lines 25-30 indicates that the supplied material must be 
completely melted for the prior art process to work, and column 6, line 15 of the reference states 
that the supplied material is completely melted.
